i Aaron! It looks 
like you had a lot 
of fun putting 
pedal to metal. 
Are you a natural 
petrolhead? 

Let’s just say they made it 
very easy for me. The stunt 
driving coach, Rick Seaman, 
knows how to inspire novice 
drivers. But I could drive and 
always had that urge inside 
me to go fast. By the end of 
my first day of stunt driving 
school they had me doing 
360s on a skid pattern, 
reverse 180s and all of that. 

I side-slammed some trash 
cans, put there to represent 
cameramen! So I had to learn 
to hit my marks and not kill 
the camera dude. 


Were there any particularly 
hair-raising moments? 

The most nerve-wracking 
bit was when I had to drive 
at the camera at over 80mph 
and drift the car into a 180 
turn and stop within a couple 
of inches. I’m driving a 
dangerously fast Koenigsegg 
so I’m scared of hitting the 
cameraman [Scott Waugh], 
who’s also our director, but 
he used to be a stuntman and 
told me not to worry, because 
if I clipped him he’d just roll 
over the hood of the car. He’s 
used to it, but the thought 
of running him over didn’t 
make me feel any better! 

What’s the most insane thing 
you do in Need For Speed? 

Well, there’s a grasshopper 
jump over three lanes of 
traffic and a clifftop fall with 
the Mustang strapped to a 
chopper, but I didn’t do those. 
We shot a whole sequence 
in Moab, Utah, where Julia 
[Imogen Poots] is driving us 
off a cliff while hooked onto 
a helicopter. It’s the same cliff 
where they shot the ending 
to Thelma Et Louise. It’s a lot 
of fun, and keep a look out for 
some other cool Easter eggs 
in the film. 


What was your first ever car? 

I left Idaho for LA when 
I was 19 and made the

road trip in a 1982 Toyota 
Corolla. It was faded gold - 
I loved that car so much. 

We’re guessing you drive 
something a bit posher now? 

Ha! Well, right now the 
only car I have and need is 
a 1965 Shelby Cobra. Good 
memories, man... I got that 
car on a first date after 
I started hanging out with 
my future wife, Lauren. 

So the cars you drive in Need 
For Speed look incredible, 
but are all replicas. Was that 
a bit of a let-down when you 
got inside them? 

They were still incredibly 
fast! I was hitting top speeds 
of 125-130mph in the 
Koenigsegg. Those replicas 
were works of art.

We had such a blast making 
this film that if they decide 
to do another one I’d jump 
on board.

How do you go about beating 
Sebastian Vettel? 

Simply by putting him out 
of the game in terms of car 
performance. He has been 
driving one of the best cars, 
maybe even the best car, over 
the last four years and has 
done an exceptional job. He 
has been able to take the rules 
and regulations and really 
exploit them. But if Red Bull 
don’t develop their powertrain 
package and he can’t finish 
races then he’s effectively out 
of the Championship.

Hi David! What on 
earth is going on at 
Red Bull? Why are 
their cars testing so badly? 

They’re some way behind - 
several weeks, in fact - in 
their development of the 
powertrain system. It’s not 
just affecting Red Bull, it’s 
affecting all the Renault- 
powered cars. Mercedes 
have had more time in their 
development - they’re not 
without their own problems, 
it’s a huge engineering 
package to get these hybrid 
cars to run reliably. But Red 
Bull are behind the curve, 
and it’s questionable whether 
more than half the field will 
even finish the first Grand 
Prix. But they have a good 
car package and as Renault 
and Red Bull work out the 
initial problems, they’ll come 
on in leaps and bounds. 

How have the cars changed? 

They’ve put in a 1.6-litre 
turbocharged V6 engine, 
producing 600hp. They’ve

mated this to a capacity of up 
to 150 kilowatts of electrical 
recoverable energy - ERE - 
which is stored on board. 

That equates to just under 
200hp available from the 
energy recovering system, 
so it’s a huge part of overall 
performance. The EREs go 
down and you’re losing nearly 
200hp, unlike the old kinetic 
energy recovery system, 
where you lost about 80hp. 

So making a battery that can 
store that amount of energy 
on a lap-by-lap basis, and 
deploy that energy on a lap- 
by-lap basis, seamlessly, 
without overheating issues... 

Can you explain that in 
layman’s terms? 

OK, when you charge a 
mobile phone, the battery 
gets hot. Imagine if you’re 
charging your mobile over 
the course of a minute and 
a half to capacity - that’s 
what this energy unit is 
doing. It depletes the battery 
in delivering its horsepower 
and then you charge the 
battery back up again over 
a lap, so there are huge heat 
exchange management issues. 

What do you think of the 
innovation of giving double 
points in the final race? 

It’s been very good for FI 
in terms of column inches! 


Ultimately, it’s the same for 
everyone. So, when you know 
that’s the case ahead of the 
season, you just get on and do 
what you have to do in every 
individual race. It could mean 
the difference between 
winning the Championship 
and not. That race, in itself, 
is not twice as valuable as any 
other, but in a sense it now is. 


Won’t the scramble for those 
extra points make the race 
particularly dangerous? 

I understand the thought 
process but the reality is that 
these guys find the first race 
harder when they go into it 
race-rusty. The first corner 
is an instinctive run and you 
make decisions based on gut 
feeling, which comes back over

“The regulations about 
noses have changed 
because they were very 
high. It was felt that if 
there was a side impact, 
like the one that happened G3 
at Spa at the first corner 
in 2012, then there was 
a possibility of the result 
being pretty dangerous. 

And so they thought they’d 
lower the nose by about 
ten centimetres. 

“The designers came 
up with some interesting 
ideas on how to build 
a racing nose that we 
haven’t seen before. 

The Ferrari nose looks like 
a Hoover. There have been 
a lot of ingenious ideas 
relating to how you get 
around the regulations - 
the twin-tusk of Lotus, for 
example, looks interesting. 

“Since this regulation 
was set down by the FIA, 

I think the designs will 
improve through the year 
and will eventually look 
better. But it’s about 
performance and whether 
that nose can provide 
more grip and downforce, 
better air-flow - that’s 
what the designers are 
interested in. The ugliest 
car in the world can also 
be the most beautiful thing 
in the world, I’ve found.” 
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How do you rate the British 
drivers this season? 

Very good. I think Lewis 
Hamilton has to be one of the 
favourites. Jenson is a quality 
driver and McLaren seem to 
have a good package for him 
to work with, but on what 
we’ve seen so far, Lewis has 
to be the favourite overall. 

To win the whole thing? 

Absolutely. He’s an 
exceptional driver. As are 
Alonso, Vettel, Raikkonen, 
Button. The rest are simply 
very good drivers. There are 
no bad drivers, but Lewis is 
exceptional in terms of speed 
and commitment. It may seem 
a while since he won a title 
but that’s as much down to 
the machinery as it is to him. 


Who are your dark horses? 

It’s impossible to see beyond 
the big four teams - McLaren, 
Mercedes, Ferrari and Red 
Bull. But Williams could be 
a surprise package with 
Massa and Valtteri Bottas 
at the start of the season 
because their power unit 
seems to be working well. 
They and Force India - all the 
Mercedes-powered cars - got 
in plenty of pre-season laps. 

Are you secretly pleased by 
Red Bull’s apparent problems? 

No, as I admire success. When 
I was being beaten by Michael 
Schumacher, I was never 
jealous because that never 
gets you anywhere. I’d never 
encourage anyone to enjoy 
someone going through a 


tough period. If you enjoy 
that, the chances are one day 
people will be laughing at you. 

Have you ever seen Kimi 
Raikkonen display the vaguest 
hint of human emotion? 

I have! I was team-mates with 
him and I can reveal that 
when he has a few drinks, he 
becomes extremely talkative. 
But at the track, none of us 
are there to shoot the breeze. 

Thanks, David! Finally, which 
FI driver would you most like 
to go out on the lash with? 

Ha ha! Jenson, obviously.

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“From his celebrations at the end of 
United’s Capital One Cup triumph over 
Liverpool in September, you could see 
what victory over his old Merseyside 
rivals means to the beleaguered 
United boss. He’s only beaten them 
five times in 27 attempts. Both clubs 
will try to play that down. But it’s 
bound to add spice to the day. Moyes 
inherited a team in decline, but a 
home defeat that could help Liverpool 
towards a title tilt and KO United’s 
Champions League hopes would have 
the home fans howling for blood.” 




“Liverpool are genuine title 
contenders now. Their football was of 
the highest quality at home to Everton 
and Arsenal, and at Southampton in 
recent weeks. The League’s top 
scorers are playing with freedom and 
flair. The front two can terrify any 
defence. But it’s games like this that 
will test their durability. If Swansea 
and Fulham can expose defensive 
weaknesses then so can United - but if 
Liverpool win this, the title can 
genuinely be theirs.” 


“A United defeat would slam the door 
on Champions League football next 
season, although they could still creep 
into the Europa League - if they want 
it. That’s a big comedown for a mighty 
club. Budgets will have to be adjusted. 
But the size of the club, its tradition 
and the money they can pay will still 
attract top players. One season out 
of Europe’s elite competition will be 
damaging, but not crippling.” 





“Ryan Giggs once described this as 
the ‘most famous fixture’ in English 
football. For generations this match 
has been an intense stew of passion 
and bile. Great goals, red cards - Vidic 
alone has three to his name. Gary 
Neville ranting - it’s had it all. United 
20 titles! Liverpool 18! The fans are 
acutely aware of the history and that 
this season could be a swing of the 
pendulum back towards the Mersey.” 


“It’s nearly ten years since Wayne 
Rooney left Everton but if anything, 
his hatred of Liverpool has intensified. 
Each of his four goals against them in 
a United shirt has been a jewel for the 
Croxteth boy. He’ll be fired up for this 
and though the Liverpool defence was 
rock-solid at Southampton, he’ll have 
spotted flaws in previous weeks. 
Rooney can get around the centre- 
backs to create real problems. He’s 
been United’s star this season. If he 
and Van Persie can stay fit, United can 
still finish the season strongly - 
starting with the old foe.” 


“It’s two seasons since Luiz Suarez 
was banned for eight games for 
racially abusing Patrice Evra - an 
accusation he has always denied. The 
feud festered when the Uruguayan 
refused to shake hands with the 
Frenchman at Old Trafford on his 
return. But it won’t be an extra 
motivation for the Liverpool striker. 
He’s up for every game. His work-rate 
is prodigious. United must come up 
with a plan to stop him. His 27 goals 
in 24 games this season is a world- 
class strike rate. But the first time he 
and Evra come together, or the first 
time Suarez goes to ground, will fan 
the flames of bitter enmity in the 
stands. All it needs is someone to light 
the touch paper then it’ll all kick off. 
Don’t take your eyes off them!”
